But not all have come to view Ihe matter in this light. 


There arc still many good and considerate people who believe

those who violate the laws should be held responsible for 
their acts, and not shielded by Ihe plea ihal the blame really 
rests on "society" and "environment." 


If society .were responsible for the lives and acts of indi- 


viduals all individuals of a given community should be very 
nearly alike, but we all know they arc nq.t. Sobefmen have 
grown up in conimunilics in which the saloon was a con- 
spicuous feature, and wherever an honcsl man is found it is 
because he is naturally and intentionally honesl, and not be- 
cause of lack of opportunities lo be dishonest. There is an 
incjiyidiia) responsibility resiing upon every man, and if a 
iiian Isjiot tb be blamed for wrong doing why ^should another 
he-given crvedil for living an;upright life?
